\\ hat caused Livingstone to leavi 
his quiet home in Scotland and lose 
himself in the African wild«? It was 
due to the missionary spirit that was 
settling down upon tin* whole Chris 
tian world. 
The religious zeal to e\ 
tend Christianity into 
lands where 
the Gospel had never been proached 
A dozen missionary sovietle« sprang 
into existence almost simultaneously, 
as if a groat revival of religion 
had 
struck the Christian world. 
David 
Livingstone wa« caught by the revi­ 
val spirit and gave himself to one of 
these societies to be sent out as a mis 
Hlonary. 
He wanted to go to China 
but the opium 
war prohibited him 
from going. 
Jle then 
surrendered 
his life to Africa. 
On reaching Africa early in 1841, 
Livingstone was not content to settle 
down upon a mission field as

Tlu* last white* man 
to see him alive, the last white man 
of Ills own race* to feel the throb of 
bis superhuman 
life, was Stanley. 
On Stanley’s return to civilization ho 
«aid the travels of Livingstone in Af 
rica when traced out on the map rep­ 
resent tile form of a crude* cross. 
David Livingston began to die on 
this cross the day lie began to trace* 
it out amid the* jungles, forests and 
swamps 
of a benighted 
continent. 
His whole life 
was a living death 
something akin to that of his Mas­ 
ter in whose name he traveled and 
preached and healed. Toward the e*iul 
of his career, which was only a few 
weeks after Stanley left him, ho be­ 
came too weak to walk Ills body was 
dying, but the call to the ’region« be­ 
yond’ never died away ; so his trusted 
servants carried 
his afflicted body

he reported
